W a s h in g t o n , July 27th.—In response to 
a Senate resolution calling upon fiitu for 
any evidence in the Treasury Department 
relating to property of the United States to 
which the United States has a valid claim, 
and which is held in adverse possission, 
the Secretary of the Treasury to-day trans­ 
mitted to the Senate reports of the Solicitor 
of the Treasury and the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenueon the subject. 
The most interesting ot the documents 
returned is a letter from Littlepage, lately 
employed as an agent oí the , reasnry to 
“ assist in the prevention and detection of 
frauds upon the customs revenue.” In a 
letter dated November 11, 1S87, he states 
that he went to his home in King William 
oonnty, Va., to examine his old Confeder­ 
ate papers, made and received while in 
Europe, under order of the then Confed­ 
erate States Government, to obtain accurate 
data. 
He says ho found that in the winter 
of 1864 he was ordered to the Confederate 
ship The Texas, aiias The Pompeiro. 
This vessel was built at Glasgow as a No. 1 
sloop-of-war and was to have received her 
arm am ent and equipment, while lying off 
the coast of England, by another vessel. 


n o w a m e r ch a n tm a n . 
Captain H enry Sinclair of the Confeder­ 
ate States navy superintended the cons ruc­ 
tion of tne vessel, her cost being $1,400,000, 
all of which was fully paid by the Confed­ 
erate Government. The vessel, he says, 
started to sea, but having been reported as 
a Confederate cruiser, was seized. Ca'ptain 
Sinclair, rather than carry her through the 
Courts, secured her release by guaranteeing 
that ehe should not go into the hands of 
the Confederacy. He then chartered her 
and when, a few m onths after, the Con­ 
federacy collapsed, she was sailing under 
the same charier. He adds that this ves­ 
sel was fully paid for by the Confederate 
Government, and should belong to the 
United States. She is still valuable and is 
now trading between Edinburgh and Co 
penhagen. 
He adcie that Theodore Clyde built 
steamers constructed by Confederate Gov­ 
ernm ent money, and similarly disposed oí 
by their agents or captains, which should 
now belong to the United States. There 
were also two powerful rams built by Baird 
A Co. on the Mersey, ostensibly for the 
Chinese Government, but inspected and 
tested by Confederate officers. They were, 
he says, seized by the British authorities, 
and were finally disposed of by the Con­

coin or bullion for the redemption of 
United States Treasury notes shall here­ 
after be composed of one-half gold and 
one-half silver, the one-half gold to be 
composed of gold coin and bullion, and 
the other half silver bullion of standard 
fineness and equal in value to the gold half 
of the fund, the num ber of grains fine of 
the silver bullion for redemption purposes 
to be fixed from time to time by the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury on the basis of the 
bullion value in New York. The Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury is directed to buy 
$6.000,000 of silver bullion per month, to 
be the product ot American mines, or 
more or less as it may seem to him desir­ 
able, prepared in ingots, paying for said 
bullion with gold coin now in the redemp­ 
tion fund, said silver bullion to be substi- 
tnted in the redemption fund for the gold 
coin so withdrawn, and the purchase of 
silver bullion shall continue until the 
present am ount of gold coin and bullion is 
reduced to $30,000,000 
If at auy time the 
value of the silver part of the fund be­ 
comes less than the gold part, additional 
purchases of silver shall be made until the 
equilibrium is restored. 
The bill provides that United States notes 
shall be redeemed half id gold coin and 
half in silver coin or bullion, and after the 
normal ratio of sliver to gold has been 
restored by international agreement or 
otherwise, then the silver bullion in the 
Treasury shall be coined into standard sil­ 
ver doUaro.

Wasps will punc­ 
ture grapes, etc., but with bees it is a 
physical impossibility. 
T heir mandibles 
are not so constructed, nor are they strong 
enough to lie used in puncturing fruit. 
Numerous experiments have been tried: 
among the rest one of putting the hives 
in an appartment, and taking the bees’ 
food away, and making them fast fora few 
days at a time, and all the time exposing 
grapes, etc.; but the bees would not ao any 
rojury, even under those conditions. 
If 
fruit bursts, or is injured by the birds or 
wasps or something else, the bee will soon 
suck all the juice; but that is an ad­ 
vantage rather than an injury to the 
grower, as the sound fruit is apt to rot by 
ooming in contact with such, or by the 
juice flowing over the sound fruit. *

N e w Y o r k , July 27th.—Manager Marzo 
of the Italian Emigration Society in this 
city testified additionally this morning. He 
gave a long list of labor brokers, many 
having no office and known to change 
their names frequently to avoid responsi­ 
bility. He bad per-onally called the atten­ 
tion of Collector Magone to six Italians 
wbo came under contract on one ship, but 
were permitted to remain here. He be­ 
came alarmed when he found thousands of 
Italians arriving monthly for whom there 
appeared to be no work and his society 
investigated the matter. The rate of wages 
for farm hands in Italy was from 30 to 40 
cents per day and three liters of wine for 
skilled workmen. Artisans’ wages varied 
from $3 to $5 a week. The farm hand 
could live well on 30 or 40 cents a day there. 
Several Italians then testified concerning 
their coming here, confirming the previous 
testimony concerniog fraudulent practices. 


t h e s t o r y or a n im m ig r a n t . 
Francis Zaphone, an Italian muleteer, 
said he had come to this country in May 
on a ticket which one of Tocci’s agents had 
sent to his native village with instructions 
to get a man. W itness told about the 
wages he could earn in his own country, 
and thought his wages there would average 
a little more than a franc a day. Out of 
this he had to pay house-rent and the liv­ 
ing of his family. H e might occasionally 
get a present of a bottle of wine. He hail 
a wife and two children in Italy. Witness 
had 30 francs when he arrived, but had 
been unable to get work since. H e has 
been taken care of by the benevolent socie­ 
ties. His family is starving. He told Con 
gressman Guenther that he was willing to 
work for him at 75 cents a day. If he had 
a dollar a day right along he would spend 
25 cents a day for board and lodging. 
“'Y'ou could live well on th at?” asked 
Congressman Guenther.

The agent soliciting immigration 
in his native town promised to secure all 
work here at $1 50 a day and upwards, and 
did not do so. 
WORSE THAN HERE.

The other two 
tied to the strip, and Robinson escaped 
without a scratch. Cook hastened to H u ­ 
goton and gave the alarm, and soon an 
armed squad went to their assistance. 
Meeting a lot of Woodsdale men, an en­ 
counter took place, in which three persons 
were killed and a num ber wounded. 
The whole county is virtually at war. 
John Cross, Sheriff of Stevens county, was 
one of the men killed in the second fight. 
The names ot the other killed could not be 
learned.

sweeping than has hitherto been known. 
It is now learned that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department will proceed against every 
hydraulic mine on this watershed where 
appliances for such mining are kept in 
place. 
A •’ m onitor” and head officer in a m iD e 
will be regarded as a threat and constant 
menace, which warrants the commence­ 
m ent of an action. In such cases a pre­ 
liminary injunction need not be asked for, 
but in all other respects the prosecution 
would be be proceeded with for a perma­ 
nent injunction. 
It is settled that unless the hydraulic 
mines be thoroughly dismantled by the re­ 
moval of the pipes and monitors suits will 
be brought. This order takes effect imme­ 
diately, and the Government agents are in­ 
structed to file information against all 
mines that afford evidence of an intention 
to violate the iaw. 
It is further learned that where mines are 
dismantled no proceedings will be insti­ 
tuted, and the owners will thus be spared 
the expense of an appearance in Court. 
The removal of pipes and monitors is to be 
regarded as prima facie evidence of an in­ 
tent to comply with the law. All suits 
brought will have the United States as 
plaintiff. 
I)r. C. E. S’.oue, President, and George 
Ohleyer, Manager of the Anti-Debris Asso­ 
ciation, confirm this report in interviews 
to-day.

of fruit-drying was discussed at tbe monthly 
meeting of the State Horticultural Society 
to-day. Professor Hilgard presided. There 
was a large attendance. In opening the 
discussion Mr. Bramhall of the California 
Fruit Grower spoke of the 60,000,000 people 
of the United States who consume 200,000,­ 
000 pounds of dried fruits annually. Cali­ 
fornia pioduces only about one-eighth of 
the amount consumed. The speaker con­ 
sidered that fruit-drying would be the great 
reliance of fruit-growers of the future, and 
that apricots would prove the staple- pro­ 
duct. 
In the discussion, Judge Blackwood and 
Gilbert Tompkins of Hayward, A T Hatch, 
J. C. Wilcox of Santa Clara, Dr. Gibbons of 
Alameda, Joseph Rontier and others took 
part. The m atter of sulphuring was con­ 
sidered at some length, different growers 
taking sides for and against sulphuring. 
Professor C. H. Dwinelle, of Sonoma 
county, in a long communication gave his 
views regarding the desirability of trying 
the auction plan for selling fruit in this 
city. 
He believed by this plan the fruit 
would be sold quickly, before deterioration. 
A sale of some sort must be made. By 
advertising, all may know of the sale, and 
any person may learn what the fruit brings. 
Cash is paid on delivery, and as the fruit is 
handled more expeditiously it can be gath­ 
ered when more fully matured. 
In Ger­ 
m any a like system has long been in 
vogue, and in New York Mediterranean 
products are so disposed of. A fruit auc­ 
tion market for daily sales was spuken of 
as one of the institutions of the future. 
Fred Russell, of Haywards, was elected 
to membership. The names of VV.T. Gor­ 
ham, J. P. Koch and P. V. Veeder, of 
Grafton, were proDosed for membership 
In the discutsion on sulphuring, Mr. 
Bramhall favored light 
bleaching after 
evaporation, and in support of his belief 
he cited the experience of dried apple-pro- 
ducers East many ye irs ago. They learned 
that bleached apples brought always much 
better prices, and they do so 
to-day. 
Judge B’a kwood expressed the opinion 
that the increased demand and success of 
the applc-driers was due to tbe evapora­ 
tion instead of sun-drying and not to sul­ 
phuring. 
A motion of Dr. Gibbons that Professor 
Hilgard and his assistant at the University, 
Professor Wickson, be asked to investigate 
thoroughly the risults of sulphuring on 
fruit was carried, and Doctor Gibbons was 
added to the committee.

T he nom ination of G eneral Benjam in 
H arrison, th e grandson of “ O ld T ippeca­ 
noe,” to th e highest honor in th e gift of 
th e A m erican people, evokes m em ories of 
th e stirrin g political events of 1840. 
I t is universally conceded th at never be­ 
fore was th e A m erican R epublic so th o r­ 
oughly aroused iu polities. T he excitem ent 
of th is period was brought about by m any 
com plicated ailairs of State. F or ten years 
th e W hig party, w hich as yet had never 
succeeded in controlling a Presidential 
election, had 1 a!Hired for th e recharter of a 
N ational bank. 
In 1830, early in th e V an 
B uren A dm inistration, a general suspen­ 
sion of th e banks, a depreciated currency 
and th e insolvency of th e F ederal T reas­ 
ury, involved th e country in a panic of 
irresistible force. 
T he general stagnation 
of business, w hich ensued after th e banks 
suspended specie paym ent, dim inished the 
current receipts from land and customs, 
and caused au absolute deficit in th e pub­ 
lic treasury. 
1 Iowever, th is great financial 
crisis originated from an unfortunate m is­ 
take of P resident Jackson. 
In th e sum ­ 
m er of 'bo he signed a bill passed iu Con­ 
gress for the distribution and deposit of 
public land money w ith the Stales, whose 
faith was to he pledged for its retu rn . T he 
W hig party looked to th e financial failures, 
which followed d uring th e Van B uren Ad­ 
m inistration, as stepping-stones to success 
in the cam paign o' 1840. 
The year 1840 was conspicuous for th e 
num ber of its great m en. 
T he leaders in 
Congress were no m ean rivals of P itt, Fox 
and Sheridan, of the English P arliam ent. 
T here was a notable absence of th at mod­ 
ern invention, ‘‘ the 
little great m en,” 
wheos introduction of factions, and double­ 
dealing has subjected us to hom e and for­ 
eign caricatures and corrupted th e poli­ 
tics of our later times. 
But, n otw ith­ 
standing the existence of so m any able 
statesm en, the W hig Convention, which 
m et at W ashington in December, 1839, 
deem ed availability, as in the ca-e of Ja c k ­ 
son, the surest passport to popular favor, 
nom inated a soldier for the Presidency. 
G eneral W illiam H arrison (the defeated 
candidate of lsJti), and for th e V ice-Presi­ 
dency, Jo h n T yler. 
M artin V an Buren, 
whose adm inistration had pleased 
the 
Dem ocratic party, was re-nom inated for a 
second term , thus m aking th e two candi­ 
dates for national favor th e sam e th at 
were in th e field in 1836. 
T he result of 
these two Conventions left the w hole W hig 
party and a large league of suspended 
banks, headed by th e Bank of the U nited 
States, w hich, in its elibrts to elect a 
friendly President, was m aking a last 
strugle for a national character, arrayed 
against 
th e 
Dem ocrats, 
whose 
hard- 
moitey 
policy 
and 
independent treas­ 
ury 
schemes 
m et 
little 
favor 
in 
the 
then 
depressed 
condition 
of 
the 
country. 
Im m ediately was opened 
the 
bitterest, 
longest 
and 
severest 
political contest ever known in the U nited 
States. 
M any of th e personal bickerings 
characteristic of political struggles w ere in ­ 
dulged in by both parties. 
Reflections 
made by th e D em ocratic party on G eneral 
H arrison’s lium ble origin hut added fuel 
to th e wild excitem ent of th e cam paign. 
R eferring to his life on th e frontier, they 
said “th at he was better fitted to sit in a 
log cabin and drin k hard cider th an to 
rule in the W hite H ouse.” 
T he value of 
steam 
for 
locomotion had th en been 
prophesied, but had as y et attain ed no 
practical form. 
T he mode of trav el, by 
coach or horseback, necessarily m ade the 
progress of th e 
cam paign slow. 
Log 
cabins on wheels, w ith barrels of hard 
eider in th e open doors, and walls hung 
w ith coon skins as trophies of th e chase, 
and filled w ith enthusiastic W higs, m ade 
th eir way into every town. 
T he sim ple 
beverage w hich m oistened th e parched 
lips of th e In d ian fighter w hile laboring 
on the frontier, gave to th e struggle the 
nam e of th e “H a rd C ider Cam paign.” 
W hen th e national ciu v asi had fairly 
opened, the excitem ent in O hio was in- 
ten-ified by a call to the W higs to m eet 
in convention at the capital on th e 31st 
and 22d of F ebruary, 1840, to nom inate a 
candidate for G overnor of the .State.

TEE STORY OF AH EXILED QUEER. 
The domestic skeleton in the household 
of the Servian King has been the subject 
of s good deal of newspaper comment. 
Recently, and while public sympathy was 
strongly with Queen Natalie, there ap­ 
peared statements that checked its flow 
and partially reversed the public verdict. 
The story was to the effect that the whole 
difficulty lietwecn King Milan and his 
Queen grew out of the discovery by the 
former that the latter was intriguing with 
Russia for his dethronement, and it was 
held that this was disloyalty on the part 
of the wife and sufficient cause to justify 
bis anger, his separation from her and the 
seizure of his son, the young l’rince. 
There is just enough of truth in the 
story to make its misuse vicious. Mr. 
George Haendel has done good service to 
the public by setting forth all the facts in 
the Epoch. While it does not matter 
much to Americans how frequently or 
bitterly monarchs quarrel, nor how much 
thi corruption of courts grows and is ex­ 
posed. wrongs inflicted upon a womau do 
appeal strongly to the chivalrous spirit of 
Americans, and the disposition to side with 
the Injured and misrepresented can safely 
be counted i pon to secure the sympathy 
of our people. Its manifestation cannot 
do tjjeen Natalie any good, nor is it ex­ 
tended to her the more that she is a 
Queen, but it is always satisfying to 
Americans to kuow that their sympathies 
are not misdirected. 
The truth of the Servian scandal may 
be oriefly related. Prince Milan, in 1871, 
c arried Natalie Kecho, the daughter of 
the Roumanian Princess Stourdza, her 
husband being a Russian Colonel of great 
wealth. Natalie yielded to parental in­ 
fluence, not to love, in the match. She 
Wat immensely rich, very beautiful, highly 
•uluvated, potwefsed a strong intellect and 
'V»f noted for her upright character, char­ 
itable disposition and her foresight. At 
the Servian capital she found no society. 
She however taught the Servians what 
social life at the capital should be, accor!- 
insr to her ideas of rank and virtue. Had 
she been permitted to carry on the work, 
she would have built about the King an 
almost invincible cordon of social influ­ 
ences. He however" preferred vicious 
and illigit'matc courses, and gave his wife 
n i aid. He neglected her for less attrac- 
t.ve women, and made her married life 
wretched. She would have been less than 
a .rue woman had she not protested. One 
great shame, almost in the honeymoon, 
she condoned, hut it was followed by infi­ 
delities and brutalities that crushed her 
heart. In the war of 1885 her husband 
proved a coward, while she was bending 
her energies and expending her means to 
mitigate the horrors of war and relieve the 
sufferings occasioned by it. The King's 
defeat in the field broke the faith the peo­ 
ple must have in their ruler to insure re- 
S|>e<; and loyalty. But as he sank in 
public esteem the Queen rose in popular­ 
ity. He bad not necessary royal dignity. 
He made himself common, played cards in 
the barracks, and entered the houses of 
Emlwssadors unannounced and unex]>ect- 
ed, as a hale fellow, and while his Queen 
sorrowed in her chamber he amused him­ 
self as his tastes inclined him. 


It seemed likely that bis throne would 


slip from under him, and a party in oppc- 
sit: ir. to him approached Natalie with the 


eupirestion of his abdication, coupled with 
tb< threat of bis overthrow by the influ­ 
ence !•'. Ruv-ia, which, it was represented, 
favored Peter Karageorgevitch. It was 
p o in ted o u t that if he abdicated, tlie right 
of h er son, the young Alexander, tiien a 
litiU over eight years of age, could be pre­ 
served through a regency, of which she 
ahou’.c. be the bead. The wife faltered, 
and th e mother won, and as a result Na- 
tuin -tened to the scheme. It came to 
nothing, for Milan heard of it, appealed to 
Austria and held his throne. Of course 
the breach between husband and wife was 
ther: irreparable, and a little over a year 
ago, owing to the refusal of the Queen to 
recognize a lady of the diplomatic oor¡*¡, 
whom -he believed to be on too good 
term- with King Milan, Natalie left the 
Capital, after a violent scene, and went to 
the Crimea. A jieace was patched up and 
the couple reunited. But it was not long 
until Milan and Natalie again fell out, and 
the former boxed the cars of the latter 
She took the young Prince and went to 
Florence, where she met Queen Victoria, 
through whose influence a reconciliation 
w as effected, but the King forbade her re­ 
turn to the Capital, saying that it would 
create jiolitical difficulties. Soon after he 
asked the Synod of Rishoj*- to consent to 
his divorce from the Queen. She resisted 
and protested, because she had done no 
wrong, not because any affection existed 
for the King on her part. 
Next came the recent struggle for the 
Prince, the success of the King in 
gaining possession 
of 
his son, and 
the jKjrmauent exile of the Queen, 
whose fortune has 
slipped 
through 
the Kind's fingers. Milan is befriended by 
An-ir;. . upon which government he smile-, 
hecsus; lie fears the pretensions of Peter 
Karageorgevitch, who has a strong follow 
ing. Russia sympathizes with Natalie, but 


the Czar does not allow his sympathies to I 
stand in the path of any political schemes 
he may have in view. 
Thus the “royal scandal” stands. Na­ 
talie an exile, her son under influences 
that will teach him to despise his mother ; 
her fortune gone; Russia sympathetic hut 
calculating and promising nothing; all 
Europe, except France, her euemy because 
of Austrian influence and thecontrol by that 
nation of about all commercial channels 
and the trade tides of Servia, the Servian 
Queen appeals to the justice of mankind. 
The story is one, that, were it not for the 
single act of disloyalty on her part toward 
the crown, would win for her universal, as 
it does the modified sympathy of men and 
women free from the influences of Euro­ 
pean courts. Even as it is, it may well be 
left an open question, whether her going 
over to the conspirators against the King 
was not justifiable on her part in view of 
the indignities he had put iijhui her. 
MR. ATKINSON ON EARNINGS OF CAPI 
TAL AND LABOR. 
Mr. Edward Atkinson the accomplished 
statistician replies in the Forum to Mr. 
Hawley’s adverse criticism of his work in 
the “ distribution of products.” Mr. Haw­ 
ley pronounced alv-urd and false Mr. At­ 
kinson’s statement that ninety jter cent, 
of all the product of the country is gained 
by those who do the work of life, and that 
only ten ¡>er cent, goes to capital. Atkin­ 
son proceeds to substantiate his j.rojiosi- 
tion. This he does not from the show­ 
ings of United States census alone, but 
from numerous other rej>orts and calcula­ 
tions the correctness of which is estab­ 
lished. 
Atkinson’s propositions are: The annual 
product of a year is the source of all 
profits and earnings, and is the result of 
the joint application of talior and capital. 
In this product or its distribution or con­ 
sumption, all take part who engage in 
gainful occupations. These arc a fraction 
less than one in three of the imputa­ 
tion. Tiie gains of the workers added to 
the capital of the country aggregates a 
targe sum; but, with few exceptions 
it is small in each individual case. The 
majority spend their lives in getting a liv­ 
ing. These working classes now receive 
for their own use and consumption 90 per 
cent, of the total amount of the product of 
the country. Therefore capital can secure 
of the anuual product but ten per cent. 
The workers secure, subject to temporary 
fluctuations in each ten years, an increas­ 
ing share of a constantly increasing pro­ 
duct or its equivalent in money. 
Mr. Atkinson assures us that no one could 
have been more surprised than himself to 
find the mathematical facts producing 
these results. He holds that if his con­ 
clusions can be proved, that a wholesome 
discontent with the narrow conditions of 
life may be directed to the promotion of 
greater abundance, higher wages, shorter 
hours of work and better conditions of life. 
Mr. Hawley admits that the commercial 
product for say the year 1880 was $9,000,­ 
000,000, and that 90 per eent. of it, or 
$8,100,000,000 was the wage or salary fund. 
But he holds that the sum remaining over 
this wage or salary fund which passes over 
to capitalists and property owners and is 
added to the capital of the nation, is much 
greater than Atkinson estimates. The tat­ 
ter holds it to be about $20 per capita of 
the population on an average product of 
$200 worth of all commodities in a normal 
year. The former holds that there is 
$2,000,000,000 worth of service rendered 
by professional men, domestic servants, 
men of wealth and others, and by horses 
used for pleasure, railways when not oc­ 
cupied for business, etc., which have no 
material basis. The value of these serv­ 
ices he adds to the sum of the products, 
and assigns that additional amount to 
profits. 
Mr. Atkinson’s reply is trenchant when 
he asks how one can make a profit out of 
services of servants, driving pleasure 
horses or riding in pleasure cars? lie 
adds that he includes all such services in 
the entire production of the year, and 
that it does not then exceed in value $200 
per capita on the average of population— 
that from the part of production (no mat­ 
ter what it is) that enters into commerce 
(held by him to be 90 per cent, of the 
whole) all wages, taxes, profits and pay­ 
ment for all services or earnings must be 
derived, including payment for professional 
and personal service, and the service of 
wealth as well—unless previously accumu­ 
lated capital enters into the consumption 
of a given year without being reproduced, 
which would be disastrous. 
In brief, Mr. Atkinson l>y a series of 
calculations worthy the earnest attention 
of the thoughtful, maintains that the com­ 
mercial value of the product of 1880 was 
$9,000,000,000, or, with $20 added for con­ 
sumption on farms, is $200 worth per cap­ 
ita, and that the average income or pro­ 
duct of all at work, rich and poor, is worth 
f '300 a year, to be distributed as wages, 
profits and taxes; that not exceeding ten 
per cent, of the product of any year is or 
can be set aside, accumulated or main­ 
tained ; that wealth is in this country very 
much more evenly and widely distributed 
than anywhere else; that the wage receiv­ 
ers, small farmers, or those who are in the 
position of the employed rather than the 
employer, on moderate salaries, save at 
least one-half of all the capital which has 
been saved; that the other half may per­ 
haps lie traced to the capitalists or to the 
middle-men, in whose hands it is the most 
potent force in production; that if the 
share of the annual product which is now 
secured by capitalists to lie added to their 
own capital, were evenly distributed 
among all who do the work, as great dis­ 
parity would continue to exist in the con­ 
ditions of the working classes as now. He 
holds that it follows that the trade tinion- 
Ist is illogical, as his object is to secure a 
larger share of the annual product 
to his particular trade than now comes 
to the members of that trade, and this 
can only be accomplished at the cost of 
some other trade; and as capital leaves 
an art unless it can earn the average 
of profits m other occupations, it fol­ 
lows that the trade unionist cannot get 
any targe advance on the customary rate 
for his particular trade, at the expense of 
capital. 
GUARDING AGAINST PESTILENCE

tion in infancy, but the Chinese Govern­ 
ment, which is forever looking backward 
over its shoulder, does nothing to check 
the march of a cholera visitation. It is a 
Government of patriarchs who are fatalists, 
and will not exert themselves in sanitary 
directions. It would therefore be the part 
of wisdom to enforce at San Francisco the 
most rigid of the quarantine regulations 
and to exercise every precaution possible 
to be legally taken to prevent the scourge 
reaching us from the Orient. 
We have not much faith that this will 
be done; the usual rule at San Francisco 
is to permit infected vessels to enter the 
harbor, and if the pest is found upon 
them, to coop up the passengers on the 
ship and keep it apart from others in the 
bay. The disease has thus the best of op­ 
portunities to breed, and the germs are 
allbrded every chance to float by water 
and air to the shore. The true anil the 
humane policy would he to establish a 
temporary quarantine station, where the 
well can be landed and kept the pro[>er 
period of probation, and the sick seques­ 
tered from all contact with the other pas­ 
sengers. 
But though San Francisco is 
able to do this, pending action by Con­ 
gress and the Washington authorities upon 
the establishment and equipping of a 
permanent quarantine station, it is un­ 
likely the metropolis will act. They have 
a “happy-go-lucky” way about them in 
our chief city that accustoms them to 
“ taking the chances.” And in a great 
degree this is true of our nation. 
We have never acted with that prompt- 
nes- and vigor in guarding our shores from 
infection that characterize some of the 
nations of Europe. Four years ago Italy 
set us a fine example. When a vessel ap­ 
peared in the offing of any Italian port 
from a quarter likely tosend the plague,she 
was signalled to stand off and make for a 
sheltered and remote spot, generally an 
islaud anchorage, where such aid was given 
her, if she was found to have an unclean 
bill, as was humane and necessary. Spain 
pursued a like policy two years ago; she 
did not permit the entry of ships from in­ 
fected ports at all, deeming it greater 
humanity to protect the people of the na­ 
tion than to succor in [>ort the afflicted on 
shipboard, though such assistance was ren­ 
dered as could be given to the tatter. 


THE REPORTERS ARE WRONG. 
There is really not much difference be­ 
tween the scheme to propose in the Senate 
a substitute for the Mills bill, and the pur­ 
suance of the regular course—the consid­ 
eration and amendment of the House bill 
section by section. In either case we must 
look forward to an extended season of de­ 
bate. Possibly the “substitute” idea may 
hasten it somewhat, by putting the Repub­ 
lican majority in the affirmative. It can 
certainly take this position consistently, 
since the party is pledged to such mollifi­ 
cations of the tariff as are necessary and 
do not invade its essential protective 
features. It has not contended against re­ 
duction of the surplus by narrowing the 
revenue from duties. What it does hold 
is, that lie fore that end the greater one of 
protecting American industries and labor 
from unfair foreign competition should he 
achieved. If the tariff' fight descends to a 
mere contest for partisan advantage for 
campaign purposes, it will result badly. 
Wc do not believe the leaders will thus 
degrade the issue; it must be kept clearly 
defined and intact from mere questions of 
party expediency. Whatever it has to 
meet, the Republican parly can af­ 
ford to confront openly and without 
any evasions. 
Having declared that 
the Mills bill is the entering wedge for 
free trade, and that behind it is the inten­ 
tion to introduce a general and very much 
wider free trade policy, and that the Re­ 
publican party is in Hostility to all such 
schemes and the tendency of the bill, be­ 
cause it holds the principles on which it 
rests to lie unsound, it lias but one thing 
to do, and that is to meet the measure 
upon its merits and to unmask the motives 
that it charges underlie it. Whether this 
is done by contesting the bill upon its text 
— which the Democratic party denies 
means free trade, or any tendency toward 
it—or by proposing an affirmative scheme, 
affects only the question of methods of do­ 
ing battle, and the most convenient and 
effective weaponry to be employed. So 
far as this or that plan of battle may be 
deemed the better, it may be said that po­ 
litical expediency controls the action of 
the Republican majority; hut the dis­ 
patches certainly convey a false idea by 
their expression that the tariff' fight itself 
is now one of party or jiolitical exjiediency 
only, thereby implying insincerity in the 
contest, if not abandonment of princijile by 
one or both sides to the issue. This is sim­ 
ply absurd. There has been no such thought 
in the Republican ranks, and jirobaldy 
not in the Democratic. The reporters are 
careless, not to say foolish, in their expres­ 
sion. It is a contest upon principle alone, 
ujion whichever side statesmen may array 
themselves; it involves questions of jioliti­ 
cal economy of vital interest to the people, 
and is not to be debated before them upon 
any narrower grounds than these of eeon- 
mics. It will not be considered by them 
Ujion lines of partisan exjiediency, and 
ought not to be. It is the old question 
and nothing more nor less than “ what is 
right.”

PLEA FOR COMMON SINSE. 
A Yolo Farm er on F ree Trade from E x ­ 
perience in England. 
E ds. R ecord U n io n : In your weekly 
issue of July 14th my attention is attracted 
by the clear issue there stated: “ Let 
English hands, tailing for lack of work, 
tell the story,” and as I was a farmer's son 
in the prosperous lime of protection in 
England, and suffered by the ill effects of 
fiec trade. I can “ tell the story ” correctly. 
From 1830, of my knowledge, to 1840, 
no country could be more prosperous than 
was England. 
My father paid XI an 
acre rent, and I have known the millers to 
buy bis wheat at 10 shillings ($2 50) per 
bushel. A man out of employment, at 
good living wages, was unknown to me. 
Sir Robert Peel was made the Prime Min­ 
ister in 1841, and when he entered the 
office he pledged to continue the protective 
system, as the British Government held to 
its expediency. But the failure of the po­ 
tato crop in Ireland in 18-16 threatened the 
country with a terrible famine, and the 
same year the grain harvest in England 
failed, and people became clamorous for 
bread. I used to see targe posters up with 
pictures of pecple holding their hands out 
for a loaf of bread, proferred by other 
countries. 
Free trade was met by bitter contention 
from the Government, when an anti-corn 
taw league was formed to relieve the utter 
want for bread, by abolishing or reducing 
the duty, and Sir Robert Peel resigned his 
office rather tha:* comply. He was suc­ 
ceeded by Lord John Russell. The ex­ 
pedient relief was given to the sufferers; 
but the complete operation of free trade 
was not secured until 1849. That threw 
wheat down to five shillings a bushel. 
Thus a general collapse bi fell all wages and 
all commodities, and as a result emigration 
for Australia, New Zealand and America 
became the leading topic. 
Free trade worked the entire downfall of 
producers and toilers. But remember that 
England is only 250 by 300 miles in area, or 
as near the size of Iowa as can be. In 
1846 England had a population of about 
20.000.000, while Iowa to day has about 
1.800.000. If the density of the popula­ 
tion of the United States was equal to what 
England was in 1846, or 290 to the square 
mile, we should have a population of six 
hundred millions. 
Such a population 
would unquestionably demand free trade 
for needed subsistence. So it was the real 
need of the British people, but a real op- 
jrisition of the Government, until Richard 
Cobden, who became a leader of the free 
trade movement, concluded the political 
agitation. 
Under the above mentioned disaster, 
caused by free trade, I fled the country for 
one. So judge ye whether I am not a firm 
protectionist. I know enough of the dis­ 
aster of free trade to England to compel 
me to say that I would not receive Yolo 
county as a gift, to farm, with free trade in 
America. 
Those farmers that advocate free trade 
are exceptionally ignorant of consequences, 
as free trade here means exjiort of farm 
produce and import of foreign manufac­ 
ture, and us farmers paying the export of 
grain from 7,000 to 10,000 miles to a market. 
It is one of the most absurd ideas for any 
one but merchants to plead for free trade 
in such a sparsely settled country as Amer­ 
ica, and with such an immense stock of 
mineral wealth for mannfacturealmost un­ 
developed. St. 1’aul says that any man 
who provides not for his own household is 
worse than an infidel. 
So with my sixty years' experience, since 
I was put to the plow, I would plead for a 
population in Yolo county adequate for a 
consumption of seven-eighths of all the 
wheat raised, for a home market, at two 
cents jier pound and keep the cent paid to a 
foreign market, so that we can sjiend $100 
at stores instead of $50, and buy 2,000 feet 
of lumber instead of 1.000 leet, and keep 
waees in uroportion, and a dozen flour 
mills in Yolo county, as the fruit of pro­ 
tection and prosperity.

UNFAIR JOURNALISM. 
Som e Interesting Facta Concerning the 
C am paign at the F ast. 
The following letter, published in the 
San Jose Mercury concerning editorial ex­ 
pressions appearing in the Herald of that 
city, is from a well-known Eastern journal­ 
ist of high standing, now upon this coast, 
who is entirely tamiiiar with public men 
and the present political status at the East, 
anil the letter is therefore of special in­ 
terest : 
Ed. Mercury: I notice two leading edi­ 
torials in yesterday's Herald which seem to 
ine to assume an ignorance on the part of 
your community which its well-known in­ 
telligence would scarcely justify. The first 
one asserts that "the religious papers gen­ 
erally take the side of the Democrats in 
this campaign,'’ and then give at length 
i an article from the Evangelist, leading read­ 
; ers to suppose it is an expression of opin- 
I ion on the part ot that paper. Nothing 
could be farther from the troth. Rev. Dr. 
Culver contributes generally one article a 
week to that paper, and his topics cover a 
wide range. The paper di9ciuims any re­ 
sponsibility for the opinions of its con­ 
tributors. Dr. Cuvier is undoubtedly the 
best writer ot short articles ou religious 
themes in the country, but when he 
touches politics he ¡3 scarcely up to the 
average of a school boy. He is a radical 
prohibitionist, and like all of them defends 
Democracy iu order to break down Re­ 
publicanism. 
The Evangelist has not uttered one word 
favoring the Democratic candidates, and 
will not. I challenge the Herald to name 
one leading religious paper in the couutry 
which has. The Independent, with the 
largest circulation in the United States, 
tour years ago earnestly supported Mr. 
Cleveland, but is now strong for Harrison. 
Its proprietors, the Bowens, were most vi­ 
olent against Mr. Blaine, and contributed 
targe sums to defeat him, but they now 
say there is no reason why any man, ever 
a Republican, should fail to support the 
Chicago nominees. 
The other editorial copies in full from 
the Springfield Republican, and speaks of 
that jiaper as “ heretofore the advocate of 
Republicanism.” Every intelligent man 
knows it is the leading free trade organ of 
New England ; that it has generally, froni 
the early days of Samuel Bowles, been in­ 
dependent in politics, and that four years 
ago it attacked the Republican candidate 
with more violence and vitriolly bitterness 
than any paper in the land.

Let me add : Seth Low, the bright young 
ex-Mayor of Brooklyn, is the only Repub­ 
lican of the least importance who has de- 
fiulted, and his change of front is entirely 
o ving to his father’s importorial business— 
in teas and coffees the largest in the world. 
A i an offset, five ex-Mayors of the little 
city of Troy, always heretofore Democrats, 
have jiublicly espoused the protection 
cause, and they are but a few of the thou­ 
sands of business men in the State who are 
ranging theniselves on the side of home in­ 
dustries. New York Republicanism never 
was so solidified in its history. All fac­ 
tional quarrels are buried beyond resurrec­ 
tion. There will be but one name for the 
Governorship before the State Convention, 
and we look to his election by an overwhelm­ 
ing majority.

TROUBLE ABOUT CHINESE. 
The Minera Union ot F orest H ilt on the 
W arpath. 
(Auburn Republican, July 27th.J 
Last spring the Miners’ Union was or­ 
ganized at Forest Hill, and it now claims to 
have between 200 and 300 members. Its 
ostensible purpose was the maintenance of 
miners' wages at $3 a day, but it has re­ 
cently branched out and proposes to deal 
with the Chinese question in a manner 
which Colonel Bee does not indorse. 
A week ago yesterday, a committee from 
the Union, consisting of James Creighton, 
W. A. LaRue and S. A. White, called upon 
Superintendent Power of the Hidden 
Treasure mine at Sunny South, and de­ 
manded that he discharge the Chinese in 
his employment, or at least that he employ 
not more that one Chinaman to each white 
man. There are at present about 80 
Chinese and 50 white me’n working at the 
Hidden Treasure. The committee also de­ 
manded that Mr. Power should discharge 
all white men who were not members of 
the Union. As Pat McHaie is the only 
man iu the mine who is at present a mem­ 
ber of the Union, an accession to this de­ 
mand would necessitate the discharge of all 
except McHaie, unless they join the Union 
whether they wish to or not. Mr. Power 
give the committee to understand a flat 
refusal to both demands. He is paying 
white men who work in dry places $3a day, 
apd $3 25 a day to those who work in wet 
places. 
He informed the committee that 
he proposed to manage the mine to suit 
himself and its owners, that the white men 
there were alt satisfied, and that he thought 
they wonld all stand in with him in oppos­ 
ing any violence that might ba offered, and 
would aid him in protecting the property 
of the company. 
The Union at about the same time gave 
notice to the Chinese who are working un­ 
der F. Chappellet at the Mayflower and 
under C. F. Hoffman at Red Point that 
they must leave. An anonymous letter 
was also received by Mr. Hoffman warning 
him to get rid of his Chinese, and the let­ 
ter contained a match. Notice was also 
sent to W. C. Ralston, Superintendent of 
the Hogsback, but the Republican learns 
that no Chinese are employed there, or at 
least only two or three on the outside of 
the mine. 
The Superintendents of these mines will 
not accede to the dentauds of the Union, 
and are prepared to resist force or violence. 
Fearing, however, that there might be 
trouble, Superintendent Power came to 
Auburn on Monday anil held a consulta­ 
tion with Sheriff Bntler, who immediately 
prepared to swear in a hundred or more 
Deputy Sheriffs if they shall be needed. 
The Union has not confined its attention 
to the mines. It was also decided that the 
Chinese in Forest Hill must go. and it was 
reported in Auburn that Monday evening 
was the time set for hostilities to begin. 
Sheriff Butler and Deputy Sheriff McCor­ 
mick went to Forest Hill on Monday, but 
nothing was done on that day or yesterday, 
and a telegram from Forest Hill to the 
Republican this morning says : 
"No trouble. All quiet for the pres­ 
ent.” 
Mr. Butler will return to Auburn to day, 
and it is not expected that there will be 
anything in the nature of an anti-Chinese 
riot just now.

A Prom ising O utlook For a Successful 
Exhibition—C om plete A rrangem ent. 
The second annual fair of the Amador 
and Calaveras Agricultural Association 
will be held at lone City on the 7th, 8th, 
9.h and 10th of August. Their racing pro­ 
gramme appears in the advertising colamos 
of the R ecord-U n io n this morning. U.S. 
Gregory, the President, says : 
Preparations for the fair are moving 
along smoothly, and from all sections the 
most favorable reports are received. 
The large grain warehouse of the Bloom­ 
ington Mills, on Sacramento street, has 
been leased for pavilion purposes, and the 
work of putting it in readiness will be vig­ 
orously carried forward. This building, 
when properly arranged, will make a splen­ 
did pavilion. It is more commodious, and 
will be much better than the targe tent 
used at the last fair. 
The fteople throughout the district are 
evincing a greater interest about making 
exhibits as the time for the fair draws 
near. All producers seem to he imbued 
with a spirit of enterjirise, and every one 
who can will send in exhibits of some 
kind. 
The privileges at the Park and Pavilion 
for Fair week were awarded Monday 
evening. The bids were all much in ex­ 
cess of those of last year. The successful 
bidders were the following: Bar at the 
Park, M. Murray; restaurant at Park. M. 
E. Kas3ett; ice-cream, caady, etc. at Park, 
Ed. Mullen and Harry Stowers ; ice-cream, 
candy, etc.. at the Pavilion, Ed. Fithian. 
The list of entries for the races is very 
large and the horses named are of the best 
on the coast. A number of the animals 
come from a long distance, Boise City, 
Idaho, having two representatives, and 
others coming from as far south as San 
Luis Obisjto county. All the racing centers 
of the State are well represented, Sacra­ 
mento, StocktoD, Oakland, Pleasanton, 
Fresno and other places sending numerons 
fivers. In the District races Amador, Cala­ 
veras and El Dorado have all their noted 
horses, while several nn’ried but promising 
animals will also contest in the District 
races. 
Entries for all the races ou the regular 
programme, excepting Nos. 7 and 10, have 
been vtosed. In these two races, which are 
the free-for-all trot and tree-tor-all pace, 


the time of closing entries has been ex­ 
tended until August 1st. 
The programme of races is a grand one, 
but when there ar* added to it numerous 
extra races hereafter to be named, it cannot 
but be equal in interest with any to take 
place on the coast. One special race has 
already been decided upon—a 2:40 trot; 
purse, $400. For this race a fine lot of 
starters is already assured. Horses from 
abroad are daily arriving, and the scene at 
the Park is an animated one. A force of 
carpenters are at work on a lot of new 
stables for the accommodation of horses 
yet to arrive. Additional exhibition stalls 
for horses and cattle will also be con­ 
structed.

if they wish to go to a cooler portion of 
the State they will he obliged to go north; 
or that to enjoy a warmer climate they 
must go south. 
11 will, therefore, be to 
them not only a m atter of interest but of 
surprise to be shown that in California the | 
usual oourse of nature seems to be re- I 
versed; that here, to find a warmer cli- ¡ 
mate, we do not go south, but east or west, ¡ 
according to the point from which we j 
start; that to liml a cooler climate, we ■ 
also go east or west, according to our loca­ 
tion. 
These remarkable facts will, when 
called to the attention of our visitors, be 
sufficient to induce them to study the 
physical geography of the State, which is 
productive of such surprising results. 


niY S IC A L GEOGRAPHY. 
The physical geography of California is, 
in brief, th is: Across the northern end of 
the State extends a belt of mountains with 
many warm and fertile valleys here and 
there eighty or 100 miles wide. 
From the 
eastern edge of this belt, and following 
pretty closely the eastern boundary of the 
State to a point fifty or sixty miles noith 
of Ixw Angeles, the great Sierra Nevada 
Range protects the lands lying at its west­ 
ern foot from the cold winds and blizzards 
of Idaho and Dakota. 
From the western 
edge of the mountainous belt of the north­ 
ern border extends southward along the 
« oast what is known as the Coast Range, 
which sends downward north of this city, 
and northward in the region south of San 
Francisco, fingers, as they may he called, 
of mountain ridges, between which are 
some of the most beautiful valleys of the 
State. 
Between the Coast Range and the 
Sierra Nevada lie the great Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys, practically one, 
four hundred miles from north to south aud 
forty or fifty from east to west. 
F rom the 
junction of the two great ranges, some fifty 
miles north of Los Angeles, a single broken 
range extends to the Mexican line. 
The 
region extending south from this junction 
is known as Southern California. 
W hat 
follows relates to the region north of that 
line, that to the south being au epitome of 
it. 
We have, then, the Coast Range paral­ 
lel to the coast, between the projecting 
fingers of which we have, north of San 
Francisco, the Santa Rosa and Russian 
R iver valleys (practically one); the Sono­ 
ma valley to the east, separated from the 
former by a range extending southward to 
San Pablo bay ; still further east the lieau- 
tiful N apa valley, and then crossing an­ 
other range the great valley of the Sacra­ 
mento. 
«South of San Francisco we have 
the rich and picturesque Santa Clara and 
Salinas valleys; over the riilge to the east, 
the Livermore valley and then th 
vast 
valley of the «San Joaquin. 


ANOTHER GULF STREAM. 
Every teacher who has crossed the 
Rocky Mountains to come to San Fran­ 
cisco knows all about the G ulf stream and 
the influence it exerts upon the climate of 
England and the western part of the Eu- 
rojiean continent. 
But it is safe to say 
that very few know that the western coast 
of North America is also subject to the 
beneficent influence of a sim ilar stream of 
warm water flowing up from the tropical 
regions of the Asiatic border of the Pacific, 
aud which, curving eastward, strikes our 
shores. 
T hat Alaska is not like Green­ 
land, but I «ears a somewhat close resem­ 
blance climatically to northern New Eng­ 
land, is due to this stream of warm water. 
Upon reaching the American continent it 
is turned southward, and exerts its equal­ 
izing influence upon the atmosphere far 
down toward the southern boundary of the 
United States. 
The influence of this vast body cf warm 
water is one of the causes of the apparent 
reversal of nature on this coast, where it 
may be said that climates are not deter­ 
mined bv degrees of latitude, but by de­ 
grees of longitude. As climate is dependent 
principally upon the winds, and as the 
winds upon this coast are, for half of the 
year, westerly, little variation from the 
northern to the southern boundary of the 
.State in the tem perature o f the prevailing 
currents of air will result in a sim ilarity of 
climate, except when modified by the 
physical conditions of the land. 
In con­ 
sequence, we find on this toast that locali­ 
ties similar as regards neighbormi: moun­ 
tain ranges have a similar climate, though 
one may be five or six hundred miles north 
or south of the other. 
It will also be 
easily understood that the coast counties, 
which receive the unobstructed sea breeze, 
have one clim ate; 
that the small coast 
valleys, separated from the sea by moun­ 
tain ranges, have another, warmer because 
more sheltered, anil thus more exposed to 
the influence of the sun. and that the 
gTeat interior valleys have still another 
and warmer climate, because they are 
hemmed in on all sides by high mountain 
ranges. 
TIIE TWO SEASONS. 
Daring what is known its the dry season 
the prevailing winds are from the west, 
such as are now bringing a feeling of vigor 
to the strangers who have lieen suffering 
from the heat of the East. 
The tem pera­ 
ture of the breeze is determined by that of 
the water over which it has swept, and 
which varies as little as that of the G ulf 
stream of the A tlantic coast. 
In conse- 
«pieuce the roast counties, where not pro­ 
tected oceanward by a mountain range, 
have a climate of which that of San Fran­ 
cisco is a type. 
In the Russian river, 
Petaluma, Santa Clara and Salinas valleys, 
lying over the first ridge, the ocean breeze 
is robbed of some of its harshness and the 
climate is softer and milder. The climate 
of the Napa and Livermore valleys, pro­ 
tected by two ranges instead of one, is still 
milder, and that of the great interior 
plain of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
is still warmer and drier. 
W henever, as 
happens during a few days each year, as 
was the case in the latter part of last week, 
the ocean breeze ceases to blow, the inte­ 
rior plain becomes very warm. 
But such 
heated terms last for a short tim e only, 
and the returning sea breeze, which is felt 
each afternoon clear to the head of the 
Sacramento valley, mitigates the heat of 
the «lay and makes the nights delightful. 
I>uring the winter months the prevailing 
winds are from the south, coming up from 
the tropics laden with 
moisture, and 
bringing warmth to compensate for the 
loss of so 
many 
of the sun’s 
rays 
by its journey south of the Equator. 
Owing to the rain and genial warmth 
the winter is the season of plant growth. 
Then the liehls are green, the flowers 
bloom, the farmer sow- his grain and the 
fruit trees put forth their leaves and blos­ 
soms. 
W h cat and liarley are sown in De­ 
cember and January; oats in January and 
February; corn, l>oans and tomatoes in 
February and March. 
Fo'lowing are the 
dates of the first blossoming of fruit trees 
in the Sacramento valley: 
January 20, 
1888; January 28, 1S87; February 8, Í586; 
February 10, 1SV>: February 20, 1884; 
February 19, 1883¡Vtc. 
The latest date, 
back to 1872, was * February 28th. 
The 
average «late of the blooming of trees and 
the m aturity of fruits in the Sacramento 
vail * is as follows:

March; mature from May to July; peaches 
bloom in March, mature from May to 
J uly; {«ears and apples bloom in April,

jave desert, of any part of the State. The 
range of tem perature of the two regions 
is identical. 
The fact will 
be more 
clearly seen by the following tables, which 
show the highest and lowest tem perature 
recorded each day from the first of last 
December to the last day of June, at 
Riverside, the Center of the orange region 
of Southern California, and Oroville, the 
center of the northern orange region, the 
latter distant in an air-line 400 miles 
uorth of the farmer, and kóO miles north­ 
east of «San Francisco. 
CLIMATIC BELTS. 
The climatic map referred to will show 
in the center of the State a long oblong 
region extending from Bakersfield on the 
Bouth to Redding on the north—a distance 
of 400 miles, aud from thirty to forty 
miles wide—-which has the same average 
annual tem perature as.Southern California, 
00° to 08°. 
Surrounding this region, like 
a ring, is a belt where the tem perature 
averages from «52° to 00°. 
Through the 
great gap in the Coast Range, by which 
the San Joaquin and Sacramento rivers 
enter the bay, tiiis ring of lower temper­ 
ature is connected with a coast region 
where the range of the thermometer is the 
same, extending from the Oregon line to 
Santa Barbara, and from twenty to forty 
miles inland. 
All of the smaller valleys 
of the State are included in this area. 
In 
the foothills of the Sierra Nevada on the 
east, and along the higher ridges of the 
('■oast Range on the west of the interior 
basin, is a strip where the average tem per­ 
ature ranges from 44° to 52°. 
Alone the 
summits of the Sierra on the east, ami of 
the Coast Range on the west, are regions 
where the average is from 30° to 44°. 
A 
glance at the map will show that the gen­ 
eral rule will hold good th at to find a 
warmer or a cooler climate in California 
one must go east or west, ami not north or 
south. 
The figures given in the tables 
below dispose of the erroneous idea preva- 
* lent in the East th at the northern half of 
California has a colder climate than South­ 
ern California. 
It is seen that the climate 
as far north as the head of the .Sacramento 
valley, is p r a c tic a lly id e n tic a l with that of 
Ihe southern citrus region.

ever k n o w n in California, and although it 
would be 
n a tu ra l 
to believe th a t the 
further south o n e went the w aruu ;• it would 
be, an d that the northern part <•(' the .State 
would be colder, it w ill be seen by the fol­ 
lowing table that there w as practically no 
difference between Southern California and 
the head of the Sacramento valley. 
LOWEST THERMOMETER. 
The following tabic shows the lowest 
point reached by the thermometer on the 
different days of the months given : 
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CALIFORNIA A8 A HEALTH RESORT. 
But California has gained a deservedly 
high reputation as a health resort for per­ 
sons suffering from pulmonary weakness or 
disease, owing to the equability of its cli­ 
m ate; and the general ignorance east of 
the Rix-kv Mountains concerning the cli­ 
matic conditions of the upper 
three- 
fourths of the State lias limited the area 
in which invalids sought health to South­ 
ern California. 
Yet, as has been seen 
above, a large ¡«irtion of the upper part 
of the Slate has a climate whose extremes 
of heat and cold are identical with those 
of the south, while there are charm ing 
valleys whose climates are by many pre­ 
ferred to those of the far-famed southern 
sanitariums. 
And in one respect the cli­ 
mate of the north is, for those suflering 
from pulmonary complaints, far better 
than that of the south, namely, the greater 
dryness of the atmosphere. 
Although 
some stages or varieties of pulmonary dis­ 
ease are benefited by a warm, moist atmos­ 
phere, it is well known that dryness with 
warmth is often the most potent factor in 
a cure. 
It will, therefore, be of inter­ 
est to learn how free from moisture is the 
air of certain parts of the upper portion 
of the State. 
The following figures will 
give the means of comoarisou. 
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Betweeu the hum idity of llieatm osphote 
of Red Blufl and that of this citv, which 
is bathed in sea breezes, there are all 
grades. 
Climates can l«e found suited to 
special cases, and 
picturesque 
regions 
where elevation adds the curative effect of 
rarified air to the healing properties of a 
warm, dry air. The foothills of the Sierra, 
the delightful valleys opening upon San 
Francisco bay, and the picturesque region 
about Clear Lake, in Lake county, offer 
hundreds of spots of rare beauty, where 
climatic conditions appear to be perfect, 
where spring begins in December, and 
where autumn and winter, as understood 
in the East, are unknown. 


a p h y s i c ia n ’s o p in io n . 
Dr. J . W . Robertson, Assistant Physi­ 
cian and Pathologist of the Napa Asylum, 
in the Meteorological Rerietr, published by 
the State Board of Agritulcure, says: 
“ Our boasted climate is only exempli­ 
fied to the full in those places so far away 
from the roast that the radiant heat will 
remove all rawness from the sea breeze, or 
in those valleys adjacent to the roast, but 
protected by the foothills. 
“ Here lie many valleys with a climate 
equaling that of Southern 
California. 
Those which have become best known, be­ 
cause of their proxim ity to San Francisco, 
are the Livermore, Santa Clara, Napa and 
Santa Rosa valleys. 
None of them are 
distant an hour’s ride, but because of their 
location the afternoon breeze is shorn of 
all harshness. 
These are fast being occu­ 
pied as slimmer resorts. 
The country is 
rolling, well watered and fertile, bearing 
grapes, fruits aud flowers in great profu­ 
sion. 
In summer the thermometer mav 
register 70° or 80° at midday, but such heat 
is exceptional. 
"The mornings and afternoons are never 
sultry and the nights arc cool. Nor is there 
any evening fog. 
During the winter frost 
occurs but rarely, and snow and ice are un­ 
known. 
“ Still further inland, in the very heart 
of the foothills, there is a region which 
should attract sanitarians by reason of its 
promise of therapeutic usefulness, it com­ 
bines magnificent scenery, moderate eleva­ 
tion and a bracing atmosphere. 
This ex­ 
posure to a dry and high atmosphere pre­ 
sents a hopeful prospect of recovery.”

hi was recently captured in a sal­ 
mon net near Fredericton, New Bruns­ 
wick. 
In front of the City H all at 
Fredericton stands a fountain, the basin of 
which has a clear diam eter of 14 feet, 
exclusive of the pedestal in the center; in 
this the loon was placed. 
The water falls 
into the basin from a series of small jets, 
and he is very fond of taking up his posi­ 
tion under the dropping sprav. 
.Since lie 
has been placed in this basin he has become 
very tame, and allows himself to be 
handled and caressed in the most confiding 
manner. 
H e likes to have ihe back of his 
head and neck scratched by the visitor's 
hand. 
W hen there is a crowd looking at 
him lie comes to the side of the basin 
where they are. 
H e seems not to care 
about being in the water for more than an 
hour at a tim e; then he wants to be taken 
out and placed upon the grass; when lie is 
anxious to be removed iron) the water he 
utters a low cry, and readily allows him ­ 
self to be removed, coming, indeed, up to 
the person who is ready to do him this 
kind turn. 
As soon a.« he is out of the 
basin he begins pluming his feathers. 
After having been out of water for any 
length of time lie is frantic when lie is re­ 
turned to it. 
The other day when re­ 
placed he went three times around the 
basin under water w ithout ever coming to 
the surface, 
lie is very voracious, and 
yet dainty, as he w ill cat chub only when 
just freshly killed—if at all stale he at 
once rejects them. 
A few days ago three 
small chub swimming around in a pail of 
water were brought to him ; he drew him ­ 
self up, his eyes all the while glittering at 
his finny food, and uttered a low note, 
somewhat similar to that of a wild goose, 
just as the fish were being poured into the 
basin ; he caught one before it reached the 
surface of the pond. 
The other two went 
one to the right and the other to the le ft; 
that which headed to the right got but the 
loon’s own length liefore he was cau g h t; 
that to the left got no further than six feet 
before he shared a sim ilar fate. 
Last evening an eel eighteen 
inches 
long was put in the basin, and this, having 
concealed itself, the loon failed to catch. 
This morning, however, while lie was div­ 
ing he brought the eel up, which twisted 
itself all around his neck, but he held it 
tightly in his bill, moving it slowly around 
until he got to its head; lie then succeeded 
in swallowing, head first, about half of its 
length without difficulty, but was seven or 
eight minutes getting the rest of it down, 
the tail meanwhile twisting about his liill 
in a most singular manner. 
At the time 
the loon was put in the basin there was a 
sturgeon about eighteen inches long in it; 
this has disappeared and it is presumed 
th at the bird has made away with it. 
W hen not otherwise engaged the loon oc­ 
cupies its tim e in snapping at the flies 
which hover around the edge of the basin 
or surface of the water.— Forest and Stream.

If there is anything disgusting to 
a fancier it is to sec a lot of hens flying 
about here and there whenever a man ap­ 
proaches. 
Fowls can be rendered tame 
easily. 
The observing of a very few rules 
is necessary: 
1. Never frighten (hem. 
2. Speak quietly in their presence. 
.'«. Never make a quick movement to­ 
wards a fowl unless it be a sudden short 
movement in catching one, and then never 
miss your bird. 
The advantages of having tame fowls are 
many, besides the general satisfaction ex­ 
perienced. 
It is convenient to have them 
tame if you wish to show a particular bird 
to a customer. 
He would like closely to 
examine it, and to do so he must have the 
bird in his hands. 
It is often necessary to 
catch fowls for examination as to some 
symptoms of disease. If you have to chase 
them all around the yard in order to catch 
one, you either do not eateli the fowl or 
you waste a good deal of precious time ; 
there is some wear on your clothing and a 
good deal upon your temper. 
Fowls, too, 
will actually keep on less food, lay more 
eggs, fatten more easily and in every way 
prove more profitable for being tame. 
If 
you doubt, try it and be convinced. 
A 
single season’s trial will satisfy you, and 
you will never have any more wild fowls 
in your vards.

Before continuing our southward jour­ 
ney through the Central American coun­ 
tries, we concluded to bid ad ion to Yucatan 
by a cruise around her borders. 
Boarding 
one of the numerous small coasters that 
ply the G ulf of Mexico, and proceeding 
due east from Progreso, v,e emerged from 
what is locally known as La Sonda de 
Campeche out into the open sea, and 
thence into the Canal de Yucatan, which, 
running between Cuba and the peniusula, 
connects the Mexican gulf with the Ca­ 
ribbean sea. 
On these barren roasts the harbors are 
few, and for many miles there is little to 
tem pt landing. 
About all that can be 
seen are blue-green, storm-tossed billows 
stretching 
away 
to 
the 
horizon 
on 
three sides of the fragile bark, and on 
the other a monotonous line of sandv 
shore, broken occasionally by dark lines 
ot forest, while here and there a rugged 
mound, or pyramid overgrown with verd­ 
ure, indicates the remains of pre-historic 
cities. 
W e put in for an hour or two at Yala- 
liau, an insignificant port, celebrated in 
Mexican annals as the favorite resort of 
old-time buccaneers. 
Its harbor commands 
a view of many leagues both tip and down 
the gulf, so that all vessels passing between 
Cuba and the Spanish Main could be criti­ 
cally studied at a safe distance by those 
buccaneering gentlemen, most of whom 
were the leading citizens of Yalahau and 
owned sugar ranchos in the vicinity. 
It 
is said that if lured forth by a vessel which 
was found to be of superior force the 
pirates put hastily back into shoal water, 
a long, low flat extending out some dis­ 
tance; and if pursued by fe.ats, they saved 
themselves by scattering aud hiding in the 
interior. 
The village consists of oue straggling 
street of eaue-stalk huts elevated but a few 
feet above the water, both the town and 
the swamp behind it being completely 
hidden under groves of palm and coroanui. 
Cut off to a great extent from cmnmication 
with the outer world, connected with the 
interior only by dangerous and toilsome 
roads, the little ham let is about as inde­ 
pendent as a separate republic. 
Time was when gulden doubloons were 
more plentiful in Yalahau than its pennies 
are now, (or tiie piratic.il citizens were 
proverbial for prodigality aud squandered 
their ill-gotten gains in gaining and rev­ 
elry. 
But to-day it is about the dullest 
place imaginable, few people being seen 
alxmt the streets and scarcely half a dozen 
canoes in 
the 
ofling. 
Blood-curdling 
tales of crimes committed by the highway­ 
men of the sea are yet fresh in the minds 
of many, but I found the present inhab­ 
itants extremely nou-rommunieative on 
the subject, or if they spoke at all of the 
buccaneering fraternity (among whom had 
been their fathers, friends and relatives), 
it was as los povres—poor fellows who had 
been unfortunate in business. 
There is a tumble-down and now dis­ 
used fortress here, which the Federal Gov­ 
ernment built and garrisoned for the sup­ 
pression of piracy, but it is said that the 
soldiers connected 
themselves at once 
with the free-hearted fellows whom they 
had been sent to capture, and shared their 
pleasures and plunder. 
We dined in the 
only stone house in the village, whose 
building material was taken from the 
luins of a near-by temple, and is said 
to 
have 
been 
the 
headquarters 
of 
the buccaneers, where their captives were 
sometimes held as hostages, and which has 
no doubt been the scene of many a mid­ 
night murder. 
It stands so close'to the sea 
that the restless waves have washed away 
part of its foundations, and the ceaseless 
whispers of the water below and|around us 
seemed like the voices of troubled spirits 
striving to tell some tale of horror. 
About a day’s sail distant from Yalahan 
is Cabo (Cape) de Catoche, on the extreme 
northeastern corner of the peninsula—the 
first point upon which the 
Spaniards 
touched upon the then unknown king­ 
dom of Mexico. 
It came accidentally 
by its not unmusical name. 
A native 
invited the strangers ashore, saving to 
them conic catoche, which in the native 
language means “ come to our 
town.” 
Meanwhile the Castilians were asking all 
manner of questions concerning the ¡dace 
and its people, and naturally mistook the 
words as an intelligent answer to what was 
“ all Greek ” to the Indians. 
Says that rich hidalgo of Cuba, F ran ­ 
cisco Hernandez de Cordova : “ It was de­ 
termined by us to accept the invitation, 
observing the proper precaution of going 
all in a body, as we perceived the shore to 
be lined with Indians, and carried with us 
fifteeu cross-bars and ten muskets.” 
They 
were attacked by these first acquaintances 
in the new country, aud fifteen of the Span­ 
iards were severely wounded ; but Indian 
hows and arrows weie no match for Eu­ 
ropean firearms. 
To continue the ancient narrative: “The 
warriors were armed with thick coats of 
cotton, and carried lances, .shields and 
slings, besides th eir bows and arrows, 
wearing ornaments of feathers on their 
heads. 
* * 
N ear the place of their 
ambuscade were three buildings of lime 
and stone, wherein were idols of clay, 
with diabolical countenances, and also sev­ 
eral wooden chests containing smaller idols, 
vessels, diadems, and imitations of birds 
and fishes in alloyed gold. 
The buildings 
ot lime and stone, and the gold, gave us a 
high idea of the country we had discov­ 
ered. 
On our return to the shore we had 
the satisfaction to find that, while we were 
lighting, our chaplain had taken care of 
these chests and their contents and carried 
them of!' safely to our ships.” 
This was in the year 1517, and upon the 
desolate spot where the first Spaniard set 
his foot began their career of theft and 
murder. 
Eleven years before that day, 
Don Juan Diaz de Solis—he who after­ 
wards discovered the great Rio de la 
i ’la 11 of South America—and Don Vicente 
Yanez Pinzón, w h o commanded a ship in 
the first voyage of Columbus, sailed into 
these waters and found the eastern coast of 
Y ucatan; but they departed without land­ 
ing, lured by reports of gold to the south­ 
ward. 
Though Cordova’s venture turned out so 
disastrously, it opened the way for Yuca­ 
tan’s acquisition bv the Spaniards. Bernal 
Diaz, in his account of the discovery of 
Cape Catoche, affirms that they saw a great 
town, about six miles from the shore, 
which seemed to exceed in size any city of 
Cuba, and which they named Grand Cairo. 
Despite his bombast and gross exagger­ 
ations, this stout old soldier is the best 
chronicler of Hispano-Ameriean affairs of 
that day, for in them all he figured as an 
im portant factor. 
Undaunted 
by 
his 
wounds of the previous year, he sailed 
with Juan de Grijala va few months after 
Cordova’s expedition roasted these shores, 
and reached the site of the present city 
of Vera Cruz. 
In 1519 he again set sail 
with Hernando Cortez, whom he followed 
thenceforth through all his wanderings. 
The richer country of Mexico having 
attracted thither the greedy Spaniards, 
Yucatan remained for several years com­ 
paratively unnoticed. 
In 1527 Don Fran­ 
cisco de Montejo, a gallant young cavalier 
of Seville—one of the adventurers who 
had been with both G rijalva and Cortez 
on previous expeditions—obtained a grant 
from the Spanish K ing for the conquest 
and colonization of this peninsula. 
When 
he came here as Adelantado he was 35 
years old, and is described as “of middle 
stature, with a cheerful countenance and 
gay disnosition, litter for business than 
war, and of a liberal turn, expending more 
than he received.” 
Pardon me for dwelling so much upon 
these ancient worthies, for upon this por­ 
tion of the hemisphere they have left an 
indelible impress. 
The v ery atmosphere, 
in 
these 
loneiv 
places, 
breaths 
of 
their advent and exploits; and it requires 
little stretch of the imagination to picture 


the pride aud pomp of the Conquistadores, 
as they stood herew itli sword and lialbred, 
crucifix and blood-red banner. 
From Calx) de Catoche we proceeded to 
the island of Cozumel, which lies directly 
south some 70 miles, and is historically 
one of the most interesting spots on this 
side of the world. 
I t was discovered by 
Grijalva in 1518, and Cortez set sail for it 
during the following year. 
To the natives, 
its name— Cozumel—signified 
“ Place of 
Swallows.” 
It is about 30 miles long, and 
is now almost uninhabited, covered with a 
dense growth of trees ana tangled creep- 
eis. 
Having followed in the wake of Mon- 
tejo’s fleet, we landed precisely wheie his 
40o soldiers came ashore—where Cortez 
had rendezvoued eight years before— and 
stood in the very spot where the Spaniards 
took possession of the place by planting 
their royal standard and shouting “ E spaña! 
España! viva E spaña!” 
Diaz says: “ There was on this island a 
temple and some hideous idols, to which 
all the Indians of the neighlxiring dis­ 
tricts used frequently to go in solemn pro­ 
cession.” 
Of course the conquerors lost no 
time in pitching out these gods and setting 
up the cross in their places. The Spaniards 
boasted that on this island they found 
cities “composed of stone houses, white 
and lofty.” 
They reported “there were so 
many such stone edifices that they were 
amazing, aud the greatest wonder was that, 
having no use of any metal, the people 
were able to raise such structures, which 
seem to have been temples.” 
Many vestiges of the ancient population 
are still easily accessible. 
Not more than 
200 feet from the sea, visible above the 
tree-tops from the decks of passing vessels, 
is a magnificent relic. 
It is a structure 10 
feet square standing on a terrace, with ex­ 
terior of plain stone, stuccoed and painted, 
traces of the latter being clearly distin­ 
guishable. 
It has steps on all four sides 
leading up to four doorways that face the 
cardinal points anil open into narrow cor­ 
ridors encompassing a small room. 
A little farther south and soaie six hun­ 
dred feet inland stands another building, 
also on a raised terrace, consisting of a 
single apartm ent having two doorways and 
a back wail seven feet thick. 
Its height 
is ten feet, and under the queer trian­ 
gular arch are the remains of painting. 
Doubtless their ruined temples lie hur­ 
ried in the deep woods, visited only by 
venomous serpents aud birds of gorgeous 
plumage, unknown even to the lazy In ­ 
dians who sometimes come to hunt turtles 
along the shore, almost under the shadow 
of these mighty works of their ancestors. 
Escorted by a couple of natives our ¡.arty 
went a little way into the forest to view a 
Spanish church, whose history, though 
comparatively modern, is as obscure as tiie 
oldest temples wln.se worship it supplanted. 
It is two hundred feet deep by seventy 
feet front. 
Bits of plastering still adhere 
to it- crumbling walls, and along the base 
runs a line of painted ornaments. 
The 
great altar yet stands, but is covered with 
cree[x’rs, among which grows a sturdy 
cactus tree of the nopal variety. 
W hen 
it was built, l.y wliom, oi why abandoned, 
there i- nobody to-ilav in New Spain who 
can tell you. 
Not even a tradition clings 
to it, except one which serves to show 
the ignorance of the conquerors regarding 
the true value of these discoveries. 
It 
seems that Bonito I’crez, a priest who 
came over with Grijalva, solicited from 
the Spanish King the bishopric of this 
island; while at the same time a more dis­ 
tinguished ecclesiastic was asking for that 
of the island of Cuba. 
The King ad­ 
vanced the latter to w hat he considered 
the higher honor of the bishopric of this 
island, and put off poor Perez with w hat 
was supposed to be the insignificant see of 
“ Colhua,” or Mexico—which soon became 
one oi the richest bishoprics in the world. 
A little way north of Cozumel, and 
about six miles from the coast, is Isla 
Mujeres (Woman’s Island), which is only 
about six miles long by half a mile wide. 
Some of Cortez’ soldiers went ashore here 
and found four temples in the town, the 
idols in which represented female figures 
of colossal size—hence its name. 
H ere 
Dr. I.e Plongenn discovered a terrra rotta 
female figure which had once formed the 
front of an ineense-burner, and is of ex­ 
cellent workmanship, the more valuable 
because ot the extrem e rarity of ceramic 
works in Yucatan and its islands. 
In the northern end of Mujeres are the 
remains of a remarkable stone temple, its 
interior divided into corridors and the 
triangular arch of its ceiling giving evi­ 
dence of the same builder- as those on 
the 
main 
land. 
Mr. 
Obcr says: 
“A 
happy confirmation of the statement of 
Diaz that these people burned incense 
was made here. 
Desiring to varnish some 
negatives in order to carrv them safely 
home, 1 put some live coals into the 
bottom of an inceusc-burner (picked up 
here), and went into the shrine to pro­ 
tect it from the wind ; when, lo ! a slight 
vapor arose from among the coals, and a 
sweet, delicious perfume again filled the 
antique shrine, as 
in the days of its 
splendor, w hin devotees and pilgrims from 
afar used to make their offerings and burn 
the mixture, carefully prepared of styrax, 
copal and other aromatic resins, on* the 
altar of the goddess.” 
1 wish I could picture to you the singu­ 
lar beauty of this bit of land, encompassed 
by the blue-green waves of the gulf. 
Im ­ 
agine a small, sandy beaeli, with a rocky 
roast’on either side. 
Mangrove and cocoa- 
nut trees grow to the water’s edge, except 
where broken by tiny clearings surround­ 
ing the palm-leal" hut of some lonely fish­ 
erman. 
We approached the nearest clear­ 
ing and found a sun-dried Indian squatted 
under an arbor thatched with palm, busily 
repairing an old net, while his wife and 
half-grown lx«ys were weaving new ones 
from sisal hemp. 
It was intensely hot, and millions of 
sand-flies made life intolerable. 
The fam­ 
ily we had raided charitably gave us each 
a hammock to rest in, a leaf of palm with 
which to defend ourselves, a fresh-picked 
eocoanut, and a drink of tepid water from 
the near-by spring. 
Thus refreshed, we 
lay at ease and looked about us. 
N ear the 
shore were immense flocks of sea-birds on 
the idles of a turtle enclosure, and over­ 
head hovered a cloud of white ibises. 
All 
along the beach were strewn the rotting 
carcasses of turtles, covered with swarnts 
of Hies, actually heaving with corruption. 
Turtle-catching is quite a business here. 
Three kinds aliound in these waters—the 
Uahuamo, whose eggs serve for food, and 
which is useful besides only for its o il; 
the Tortuga, of which the meat as well as 
the eggs are oaten, which also produces 
oil, and whose shell i- worth 25 cents per 
pound; and the Karc, whose shell sells 
for §8 per pound. 
The airy casa of our host was hung in­ 
side with a miscellaneous collection of old 
nets, sails, and other adjuncts of his pro­ 
fession. 
Under the eaves were ranged a 
row of oil-jars, and bundles of turtle-shells, 
tied up ready for shipment to the markets 
of Campeche and Progreso. 
From the 
rafter- suspended strings of turtle eggs 
and other part- that serve for food and oil, 
some of them yet warm and quivering— 
the sight, as well as the smell, being by no 
means conducive to cultivating a taste for 
the delicacy.

I will not say that Saratoga is a paradise 
for the poor, in the strict sense of (lie 
term. 
For them, there is no earthly one, 
but I do say that for the class of whom 
their friends rem ark, confidentially, in 
their absence, “ I’oor, you know;” who are 
obligee! to count dollars and turn their 
silks, this class need not always avoid 
Saratoga. 
Of what does the town consist 
but a conglomeration of small hotels and 
large boarding-houses, where if one speuds 
the dull months of June and September, or 
even a half of each, good board can lie had 
for $10 per week, or in July and August 
only, for §12 to $13. 
Of course this is 
higher than in small country places, or 
farm houses, but then see what is thrown 
in almost free, since of all places, Saratoga 
leads in the way of chehp amusements. 
Looking at the crowds costs nothing. 
Any one can goon the front piazzas and in 
the rich parlors of the grand hotels, while 
if the silk dress has been properly turned, 
and A ram inta wears a pair of tan-colored 
Newport ties, admission to the concerts on 
the hotel piazzas overlooking court yards, 
or to the hops, is not difficult. 
No one, 
however, need sue lor entrance to hotel 
concerts, unless wishing to look rich and 
be mistaken for a guest. 
In Congress Park 
there are three daily concerts, admission 
ten cents, with commutation for the season. 
One can take endless pretty walks, and 
drink free of two most noted springs within 
its limits. 
DRINKING AND DRIVING. 
’Tis true one must pat' five cents for a 
drink of mineral water, but one need not 
drink unless an invalid, while at every 
corner some stage or curiously contrived 
hack invites the passerby to take a five or 
ten cent drive. 
These cheap drives are 
not to be despised. 
At your farm house 
or country hotel, a special team must be 
bired, witli corresponding pay, while here, 
for an insignificant sum, one can rattle off 
in ail directions to baths and springs where 
drinks are free. 
The country is seen and 
one has exercise and sunlight. 
Going to 
the lake is a long drive that can he had 
for fifty cents the round trip. 
H ilton 
Park is a free show, and all the world goes 
to Mt. McGregor to see General G rant’s 
cottage, and better yet, feel the fresh 
breezes that play on the mountain tops; 
pure as those on the ocean, since they 
come direct from the “W hite Mountains, 
ninety miles oil’ and plainly visible. 
The 
view at tthe summit is one of the grand­ 
est imaginable, and people ask why the ill- 
located and dismal cottage, just cut off 
from all this beauty, was selected, rather 
than apartments which could have been 
secluded, while bathed in sunshine and 
looking forth on magnificent scenery. But 
all this, though near at hand, is not .Sara­ 
toga, and to Saratoga let us return. 


YOUTH VS. AGE. 
T he general idea of Saratoga, is that of 
a place given up to youth and vanity. 
This I flatly contradict, and assert that for 
one young person three or four elderly are 
found, and that gravity quite outweighs 
levity. 
True, there are special extrava­ 
gancies in dress and flirtations; but such 
things are like points of effect in a pic­ 
ture—chiefly noticeable because most con­ 
spicuous, but of small compass when con­ 
trasted with a subdued expanse of hue. 
Persons are apt to forget that Saratoga is 
a great vantage ground of the clergy;

year is brightened hv a month or more at 
thisgenial watering-place. True, there are 
invalids for whom quiet is essential. 
Let

McGregor. A perpetual tonic of exhilarat­ 
ing air awaits them, and they may sleep 
life-giving slumbers to the 
lullaby of 
gently stirring foliage and the songs of 
birds.

Richardson, for in­ 
stance, in two volumes successfully grap­ 
pled with the difficult task of estimating 
the rank tn d analyzing the works of 
American authors. 
It was critical labor 
and faiihful, and, in the main, correct an­ 
alysis. But it needs the supplemental work 
o .Stedmanaud Hutchinson to enable the 
student of American literature to form 
his own judgment. For it will he sca-cely 
claimed that more than a very few can 
possibly engage the time or means to ex­ 
amine in detail all authors related to our 
literature between, say, the beginning of 
the seventeenth century and the present 
time.

IRRIGATION IN l ’LACER COUNTY.

The Auburn Republican says: 
The managers of the Bear river canal 
have bad a good deal of trouble this sum ­ 
mer in connection with the distributioon 
of water and the collection of money for 
the full amount of water used. They com­ 
plain of all sorts of schemes on the "part of 
many irrigators to obtain more water than 
is paid for, and ihey have decided to adopt 
a new system of measurement and a new 
basis of payment. Their plan is not yet 
perfected, but ils general outline is that of 
charging for water according to the num ­ 
ber of acres irrigated. 
For certain kinds 
of fruit the rate an acre will be higher than 
for other kinds, etc., but in all eases a 
charge will be made upon the expiration 
of existing contracts whereby water is now 
sold by the inch. 
Following is a copy of a circular letter 
which the managers of the canal have just 
printed: 


N otice is hereby given to w ater consum ers on 
H ear R iver C anal an d branches, th a t it has be­ 
com e Im peratively necessary to m ake a com- 
pl te ch an g e in to e m ode o f disposing o f w ater 
to irrigators. 
I.ast y ear it w as reported tb a t a 
great scarcity o f w ater existed, especially in tbe 
d istrict below A uburn. 
Public m eetings w ere 
held a n d tb e urg en t need o f a m uch larger sup­ 
ply w as dem onstrated by m uch jaw bone. 
B ring deceived by public a n d priv ate inform a­ 
tion. th e m anagers of th e B ear K iver Cana) w ere 
induced to m ake large contracts for w atersto red 
du rin g w n te r in large m o untain reservoirs a t a 
very g reat e x tra expense. 
A fter in cu rrin g th e liab ility , it Is found tb a t 
th e actu al w ater sales th is pr> sent season in the 
w ho e d istrict below A uburn do n o t exceed 
those o f last season d u rin g th e great reputi-d 
s a rc ty . T he only inference th a t can be m ade 
is th a t th e m ore w ater furnished th e lesH it 
m easures. “ M an is frail.” 
H ereaiter w ater for irrigation w ill not be sold 
by th e in ch , b a t by th e w ork it does a n d ils 
actu al useful value. 
We do no t propose here­ 
a fter to fu rn ish th ree in ch es o f w ater a n d get 
p ay for only one. A large a n d valu ab le pro­ 
ducing farm w ill not get w ater for th e sam e 
am o u n t as a sm all a n d u n p ro d u ctiv e one. 
We do no t in ten d , h ereatier, to sell w ater a fter 
present co n tracts are filled unless w e get pav in 
lull for w ater delivered, a n d according to"the 
w ork it does, a n d w ill buy no m ore storage 
w ater unless we know it will" tie ta k e n a n d paid 
for.

Profit in Dried Apricot*. 
Professor Grant has a fine young apricot 
orchard upon his place just southwest of 
town. 
The trees are of the Royal variety 
and are five years old. 
His trees are 17x 
20 feet apart; number 125 to the acre ; 
cover about 2J acres. 
Without irrigation 
he raised eight tous of grapes this season 
on the young trees. 
He dried them and 
got 4,000 pounds of gilt-edged commercial 
evaporated apricots, for which he demands 
fifteen cents a pound. 
At this price his 
crop would yield $600 gross. 
He esti­ 
mates that it costs hint one-quarter of one 
cent per pound to cut and lay the fruit in 
the sun, which amounts to $40 as an item 
of expense. 
This does not include bleach­ 
ing and packing. 
l’rofessor G rant was oflered $39 per ton 
free on board for his green fruit bv a Sac­ 
ramento house, or $320 for the whole. He 
refused, and is now oflered 13 cents for the 
dried product of his trees, or $520 for the 
crop. 
He does not believe in irrigating apri- 
«•ots for drying. 
Non-irrigated Yolo apri­ 
cots will make one pound of dried fruit to 
four of green, while the irrigated will 
shrink seven pounds into one, and the non­ 
irrigated is tlie liest and most marketable. 
H e thinks that the “ R oyal” is the best 
dryer th at can he grown, and is of the 
opinion that it don’t pay to raise apricots 
for canncrs at less than 2h cents i>er pound. 
— Woodland Mail. 


P r e s e r v in g G r a p e s . 
W hite Smyrna figs and the W hite Mus­ 
cat grape are •sometimes preserved to­ 
gether, the second crop of tigs coming in 
season to can with the grapes. 
We give 
the rule for their preserves now, though 
September is the month in which they can 
both be had for canning: 
Pick the figs 
when their skins begin to crack, peel, 
weigh and allow one-half of a pound of 
best granulated sugar to one jiound of the 
fruit. 
Mix the fruit and sugar carefully 
(not breaking the figs), and let stand over 
night. 
In the morning also prepare your 
Muscat grapes by picking them from their 
stems, washing, weighing and allowing 
one-fourth of a pound of sugar to one 
pound of fruit (and as many grapes by 
weight as figs). 
Cook in another kettle, 
usiug only a very little water—-just enougli 
to keep them from burning. 
They will 
cook, after starting to boil, in about ten 
minutes. The figs will need cooking nearly 
an hour. 
W hen both fruits are done, mix 
carefully together, let come to a boil and 
can.—A’. F. Merchant.

era are arrested in that country these ini 
portations will continue. 
W ithout them 
the supply of wiue for domestic consump­ 
tion alone could not lie obtained from their 
domestic grape crops, saying nothing of the 
“ French” wine for export to other coun­ 
tries [California for instance, where we 
must pay from 75 cents to $3 per bottle for 
imported French claret according to brand.] 
These imported dried grapes are drawn 
from various foreign countries, eliiefly 
from those on the M editerranean, where 
heavily colored grapes, rich in 
sugar, 
abound, and where the climate is favor­ 
able to the drying needful to keep the fruit. 
— California Fruit Grower.
